a - ANTHONY DE 


Anthony DeMille and his family sailed 
from Amsterdam, in Holland, for New 
Amsterdam, in New Netherland, in the 
ship DeVergilded Bever (The Gilded 
Beaver) in May, 1658. The family came 
from Haerlem, in Holland, and consisted 
of the parents and their children, Maria 
and Anna. The children were then stated 
to be: one four years old and the other 
an infant, and later, at the time of their 
marriage, to have been born, respective- 
ly, at Amsterdam and Haerlem. 

The DeNille’s belonged to the colony 
of Flemish refugees which had establis h- 
ed itself at Fae tens after 1577, as soon 
as that city had finally been delivered 
from the Spanish yoke, and which since 
then had been joins ad periodically by num- 
bers of settlers, either directly from 
Flanders. or from Flemish refugee col- 
onies in Enyiand and Germany. The per- 
secutions of disasters by James I caused 
many Flemings to come from England 
to Haerlem. In the city archives there 
is still a rare little volume entitled (trans- 
lated), “An account of the Flemings who 
have come to the City of Haerlem in this 
year 1612.” In 1618 many more came 
to Haerlem from the Flemish Congre- 
gations in Rhineland and Palaline, on 
account of the outbreak of the Thirty 
Years War. 

Among the Haerlem Flemings, those 
whose original homes had been the most 
numerous. For a few generations at 
Haerlem they kept up their Flemish 
traditions and customs and frequently 
intermarried. This was continued in 
New Netherlaud where many of these 
Haerlem Flerinss settled about the mid- 
dle of the 17th Century, 

The DeNdIijle family was 
from Bruyes, in J*landers, and a branch 
existed at Antwerp. Some members of 
this family were wholesale flour and 
grain merchants. A certain Gerard 
DeMill. lived at Bruges in 1350; a Jan

Anthony DeMille the elder, father of 
Anthony DeMille the New Netherland 
settler, seems to have lived with his 
family at Flushing, in Zeeland, one of 
the customary first stations for southern 
refugees on free Netherland soil. Unfor- 
tunately the ancient archives of the cits 
of Flushing were destroyed by fire in 
1807, during the Napoleonic wars, when 
the city was shelled by the British. 

Anthony DeMille, the younger, mar- 


ried in the Dutch reformed church of 
Haerlem, Holland, on September 19, 
1653, with Elisabeth VanDerLiphorst, 
a lady of Flemish origin residing at 
Haerlem. In the Haerlem Art Museum 

still hangs an antidue oil painted por- 
tra it of Maria VanDerLiphorst, her rela- 
tive. Both bride and groom were at that 
time living in the “Ane-gang,” a narrow 
street still existing in Haerlem. His 
business as a grain merchant carried 
Anthony DeMille all over Holland and 
Zeeland. It was at Amsterdam in 1654 
that the eldest child, Maria DeMille 
was born. In 1656 the family lved at 
Flushing and in the spring of 1657 again 
took up residence at Haerlem 

On May 3, 1657, Anthony DeNIij, fut 
merly of Flushing, and at present resid 
ing here at Haerlem, “appointed Pieter 
Van Der Voort of Haerlem, a guardian 
of the minor childien of his late siste1 
Grietie Antonis l’eMil, during her life 
widow of the late Johnun.

All but the youngest child was born 
under the flag of the Dutch Republic, 
since British occupation of New Nether- 
land did not occur until September, 1664, 
It is remarkable that most of the bap- 
tismal witnesses named above, as Loock- 
ermans, deNys, Van Brug, dePeyster 
and Van DeWater had Flemish names. 
The last three belonged to Haerlem- 
Flemish families who had settled in the 
New Netherland. The Van DeWaters 
were witnesses to baptism of DeMill 
children both in Holland and in Americ: 
Johannes Van Brugis frequently men- 
Honed in the records of New Amsi{i neath 
as being a relative of Anthony DeMille. 

Anthony DeMill was a baker ae 
grain merchant at New Amsterdam (New 
York, New Orange; the city chanved 
names three times during his lifetime). 
The English authorities, aus the first 
English occupation, frequently consulted 
him on bread and grain questions. In 


1673 and 1674, during the Dutch re- 
ace tian of Now Nathan] 1 thea Flan 


magistrate after restoration of authority 
of the States General. 

After the death of Elizabeth, he mar- 
ried, presumably, her sister, Sarah Van 
der J.iphorst, and had three daughters 
Who were accounted the finest Latin 
scholars in the province. 

He and his family were staunch 
friends of the house of Orange and, like 
most other New Netherland families, 
were only reconciled with the English 
occupation of colony, when in 1818 Wil- 
liam of Orange, Stradholder of the Dutch 
Republic, became King of England. Pie- 
ter DeMill, Anthony DeMill’s second son, 
played a rather important part in the 
then following political activities in 
which Jacob Leister was the chief figure. 

Anthony DeMill’s will stated that he 
lived in the city of New York, and a 
widower.

The arms on this tombstone agree with 
those which are described as follows: 
DeMil (Province of Bruges). “Argent. 
3 eagles, azure.” The arms on the tomb- 
stone further show that the eagles are 
“eployes,” and facing the dexter, herad- 
Tic right. The mantle shows argent and 
azure. The crest consists of the head 
and shoulders of a female figure dressed 
azure, the hair tied with a ribbon, or (?) 
issuing, from a wooden stockade, or pali- 
sade, natural.

The DeMille Family—-Pages 287-288 

The DeMilles, as their name would 
indicate, are of French origin. Their 
ancestor was Anthony DeMille, who was 
born in Scotland or Holland in 1625 and 
whose forefathers had been driven from 
France during the persecutions of the 
Huguenots. He emigrated to America, 
settling on the site of the present city 
of New York, and married Elizabeth 
Vanderliphorst in Haarlem, Holland. 
Their family numbered nine, four sons 
and five daughters. Some members of 
the family migrated to Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick and two came to uppe} 
Canada. 

James DeMille, a descendant of the 
DeMille who emigrated to New Bruns- 
wick, has been placed next to Haliburton 
on the Canadian literary roll of fame. 
From 1860 to 1865 he filled the important 
chair of Classics in the faculty of Acadia, 
and was afterwards Professor of History 
and Rhetoric at Dalhousie College, Hali- 
fax. He was the author of some twenty 

thirty novels and tales, all published 
in the United States. Harper’s bought 
some of his best books, “The *Dodge 
Club,” “Cord and Creece,” “The Crypto- 
gram,” and “Strange Manuscript Found 
in Copper Cylinder.”” Several of these 
first appeared in Harper’s magazine as 
serials. His first book was “Helena’s 
Household,” a stors of the catacombs of 
Rome, in the days of the persecution of 
the Christians. ‘The Dodge Club’ was 
published in 1869, some months before 
the first appearance of Mark Twain’s 
“Tnnocents Abroad,” and covered a simi- 
lar field as entertainingl|y. 

One of the family who came into upper 
Canada was Isaac DeMille, who came 
from Vermont, in 1792, and settled nea 
the present Northport. He took up two 
hundred acres in that vicinity, and also 


obtained a grant of six hundred acres 
in the township of Reach. 

Prince Edward was a wild spot when 
Isaac DeMille and his family settled: 
wolves, bears and wildcats abounded. 
There was fishing and trapping to sup- 
ply the family larder, but it was neces- 
sary to constantly guard sheep, for the 
loss of a single fleece might mean a 
deficiency when it came to making the 
winter clothing. The entire clothing of 
the settlers was made of wool and the 
pelts of animals they had shot or trapped. 
It was not until sonie years }:ter that 
sufficient land had been cleared to permit 
them to grow flax. With its introduc- 
tion there was a greater variety in cloth- 
ing, and articles from its manufacture 
quickly came into common use. 

Isaac DeMille died as early as 1817 
at the age of sixty-two years. His wife, 
whom he married in 1780, survived him 
until 1846. They are commemorated by 
a numerous posterity.

They only preached 
a few times, but they left with the little 
village a strong r desire to investigate and 
be baptized, and continuing their meet- 
ings as best they could alone. He became 
so convinced that he should be baptized 
that he requested it of a Methodist. 
Shortly after, Brigham and Joseph 
Young appeared and explained the order 
of the Church of Christ more perfectly, 
and had the privilege of leading the 
little already prepared colony down into 
the waters of baptism. 

He was ordained an eldei 
ed and preached until the summer of 
1834, when he sold his possessions and 
with his wife and three children went 
to Kirtland, Ohio. He bought a farm 
four miles south of Kirtland and lived 
there until 1838 when he went to Davis 
county, Missouri, arriving there the 11th 
of June. There again he took up a farm 
but was unable to remain on account of 
the mob. So about the first of October 
he went to Far West. Here the mob 
surrounded them again and Joseph 
Smith and others were betrayed into the 
enemies’ hands and the city was put 
under guard. They were out of pro- 
visions, having been driven from their 
grain. So Daniel went in with the mob 
(called soldiers) and with the rest gave 
the number of his family and received 
his rations, they not being aware that 
he was a Mormon.

He ought to 
have gotten rich if he had not sold so 
secon, as he told the last he was going 


to raise two dollars every time. 

He bought 40 acres of ground about 
eighteen miles from Nauvoo. Here the 
mol followed and his son stood guard 


night and day while his mother was sick 


with ague and unhoused. 

In 1845 he removed to Nauvoo. Here 
he became acquainted with Peninah 
Cotton, an orphan girl, and married her. 
They soon prepared to leave, not know- 
ing where they were going. He landed 


In! salt, Weaken fall of 1848. Hi 
came to Bountiful immediately and buil 
the fourth house in the settlement. It 
was the first om Mill Creek and was 
located where the county road now runs, 


just a little south of where Simon’s 
house now stands. 

In about two years he located his farm, 
having 180 acres. Four years later he 


undertook the mammoth task of building 
that large adobe house, and completed 
the main part and soon afterward added 
the back room This was the lareges. 
and best house in this part of the country 
at the time. 

His family being quite large, he start- 
ed school in his own house, taught by 
his wife, Emma. Emma Maria Ellis 
Crowel, our grandmother, was the third 
wife of Daniel Wood. She bore him six 
children. She was born at Plymouth, 
England, July 12, 1824. She was the 
daughter of Willam Crowel and Maria 
Ellis. 

She, like many Latter-day Saints, left 
her home, brothers and sisters for the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, after having th» 
Elders explain the plan of salvation 
She embraced the gospel and was bry 
tized Feb. 25, 1851, by Cie Phelps 

Emma was the first teacher in. th: 
Daniel Wood private family school, where 
she taught for three years. She had been 
educated in England, where she taught 
before coming to America. Grandmother 
was especially talented in speech and 
drama and it was said of her that she 
never gave up teaching really, as she 
always taught classes in the different 
organizations and conducted drama and 
speech departments. 

She passed away at her home Sept. 
23, 1888, and was buried in the Daniel 
Wood family cemetery. 


The following is a tribute written by 
her Relief Society president: “At the 
time of her death, Emma was a beautiful 


eee respected and loved by all who 
knew her. She wes a kind, loving mother 
and a faithful Latter-day Saint She 
Was a wonderful teacher, and neve1 par 
up teaching entirely as she always taught 
the classes in speech and drar.a. She 
believed strongly that the surest way 


to live in honor is to be what we appear 


to be. God bless her memory.”

Every Christmas, while others were 
feasting, his family was fasting and 
having a meeting of prayer, and making 
right the little misunderstandings and 
disputes of the old year. These meetings 
continued until quite recently. 

We was in Canada on his secong mis- 
sion when the Utuh Central Railroad was 
put through his field and the depot 
located on his ground, but the family 
wrote the particulars, which did not 
please him, and when he came home it 
was late at night. and when the con- 
ductor awoke him by announcing the 
name of the station, “Wood's Cross” he 
replied, “Yes, and d-—— cross, too.’”’ He 
could not see the propriety of the road, 
for he considered ground too good to 
corn or be used for a railroad. 


Ho has been ae great worker in his 
day. Loven at the age of seventy-five he 
could take a hand with most of the 
young men. He lived to the good old 
age of ninety-two and his eyesight was 
good enough to read the Testament and 
Doctrine and Covenants, and these were 
the main books he read. His firm frame 
might have been seen plodding along the 
streets only a few weeks before his 
death, and the day before he was taken 
sick he sat in his little private cemetery, 
on his farm, where he has twenty-five 
of his family laid, and showed his 
daughter where he wanted to be put 
away to rest. This little treasuré was 
his main one of late, and he kept an old 
chair in it in which he passed away many 
hours 

Ash .1ts in his cl sar in the cemetery, 
Weve cour’ read his thoughts they might 
ie something like this: “I am sitting at 
a window that faces the west. The sun 
is disappearing behind the tall hills, and 
the flaming colors are beginning to fade 
to fade to pale blue.

sky. The crickets are chanting their 
drowsy evening song. 

“There is something fascinating about 
sunsets. Each one is different; each one 
is beautiful; each one makes a magni- 
ficent climax to the bustle and activity 
of the day., Soon after the gorgeous 
colors fade into twilight, the whole world 
sink: into rest.” 

If we can fill our days with rich living 
and have the right attitude toward life 
as did our grandparents we too can see 
the flaming colors fade to pale blue as 
the sun disappears behind the tall hills 
for the last time. And the sunset of life 
will indeed be beautiful. 

Grandfather passed away April 29, 
1892, at Woods Cross, Utah, at the age 
of 92 years 

His funeral services were held in the 
East Bountiful tabernacle, Wednesday, 

p.m. The stand and casket were beau- 
tifully decorated. On either side of the 
pulpit stood four nicely creped flower 
pots, six of which contained living plants 
in bloom; the remaining two contained 
bouquets. On the white casket was placed 
a sheaf of wheat and a beautiful arch 
of artificial flowers with these words in 
violet upon a white background: “Wel- 
come Home.”

Hill, Joseph F. Smith and H. J. Grant

The local brethren spoke on the views 
the deceased had entertained and the 
praiseworthy traits of his character. 
Joseph F. Smith occupied most of the 
time. They said he had passed away 
proving faithful to the end. The prin- 
ciple of faith was commented upon and 
explained of the body and soul for a 
time, and that the Savior had redeemed 
us from the fall brought into the world 
by Adam. He further said that as we 
are laid away so we will rise again on 
the resurrection day. When a child is 
laid away to rest it will still be a child 
when it is resurrected. He thought it 
would cause confusion in families if 
members, who are small when Jsaod to 
rest, should, while in the grave. graw 


to their full stature, as parents « ould 
not know them. He maintained that 
members of the body which had heen 
severed before death, would eyain be 
united with the body at th vsurrec- 
tion as was the case with John the 
Baptist who was beheaded He thought

the stunted, and the crippled, and tl 
afflicted would, after the, resurrection, 
grow to their full stature, ‘being perfect 
in every particular. In his closing re- 
marks he hoped he would be able to re- 
main faithful and unwavering to the end 
as the departed brother had done. 
Heber J. Grant mentioned a brief rule 
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by which true doctrine could be deter- 
mined to always bring us hope and joy. 
After the audience had viewed the 
remains they were taken to their final 
resting place in his own cemctery. Sexton 
Taylor’s hearse headed the procession, 
Which consisted of fifty-six vehicles.
